U.S. Hoodlums 
Fleeing To Canada , 


One thing the 87th Congress 
can really blow its trumpet 
about — and there are few 
enough things -— is the legisla- 
tion it enacted to help bust big- 
time crime. There was, as At- 
terney General Kennedy . re- 
minded- everyone (recently) 
moe fresh legislation against 
majot crime passed by Congress 
this year than at any time since 
the era of Public Enemy No. 1 
John Dillinger, which means 
about 1934. 

Already the effect is being 
felt. The attorney general claims 
gamblers throughout the nation 
have been curtailing their ille- 
gal activities so they will be less 
vulnerable to federal prOsecu-,. 
tion. Hoodlums are reported by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police to be fleeing to Canada. 
“The new laws are well-known 
to. the hoodlums and ratketéers 
in this country, if not to the 
general public,” Kennedy said, 

Néarly all the new laws touch 
in some way or another on inter- 
state-aspects of racketeering — 
crossing state lines to establish 
illegal “business enterprises” 
involving gambling, liquor, nar- 
cotic’s, prostitution; interstate 


ing, interstate shipment of fine- 
arms, and so ort.

The fire roared up a 
waste chute and fed on ceiling 
tile made of highly combustible 
augarcane, «+ 

“We tell our employes not to 
be embarrassed to.turn in a fire 
alarm,” a Johns Hopkins Hospi- 
fal official pointed out. “We'd 
father answer§50 false alarms 
than be an hotir late for a fire.” 

Fire habards in a hospital in- 
elude the usual ones found in 
any home, restaurant, or hotel, 
and the unusual ones resulting 
from the use of highly combus- 
tible gases and chemicals in 
operating rooms and. labs.

in many of the best hospitals are: 

Smoking: “If we outlawed it, 
patients would be sneaking 
gmokes and we wouldn't have

sity of California Hospital in Sah 
Francisco reported. Like most 
hospitals, UC allows patients to 
amoke when not under sedatives 


" @r oxygen therapy. 


Waste Chutes: “Fires can start 
from cigarette butts dropped in 
waste containers, then dumped 
down waste chutes,” a spokes- 
m. for Passavant Memorial 
Hospital in Chicago pointed out. 
“We sealed up our chutes long 
ago.” 

Operating rooms: “Static elec- 
tricity — which could spark an 
explosion of anesthetic gases — 
isn’t a problem in our area of 
high humidity,” said an official 
at Charity -Hospital in New 
Orleans, “but we take the routine 
precautions. anyhow. We don’t 
permit woolens or nylons in the 
operating room. Everyone wears 


shoes with composition soles 
and we ground the anesthesio/o- 
gist.”

Canada’s Problem

the United Kingdom. His whole 
orientation has been toward the 
Commonwealth and the mother 
country. Now he is being told by 
Her Majesty's government that 
the United Kingdom may move 
in the opposite direction. 
Present estimates of how Ca- 
nadian: trade will be influenced 
by Britain’s entry into the Com- 
mon Market are vague. Of total 
exports to the United Kingdom 
in 1960, amounting to $915 mil- 
lion. some 76 per cent would be 
adversely. affected by the loss 


of preferred, status, by new tariff . 
barriers or by both. Hardest hit! 


would be agricultural and fish- 
ery products. The president of 
the Canadian Exporters’ Asso- 
ciation recently ,estimated .that 
these might be ¢ut to as little 
as $100 million, unless new ar- 
rangements are made for their 
benefit. The exporters’ spokes- 
man foresaw the loss of almost 
half of Canada’s total exports to 
the United Kingdom and slim 
profits on the remainder. 


Conjectures like these explain 
the intense concern of Canadians 
with the decisions about to be 
made by the British. They must 
nevertheles be seen in perspec- 
tive, even assuming that the 
figures are not exaggerated, as 
guesses born of apprehension 
sometimes are. Canada’s exports 
to the United Kingdom account 
for only 17 per cent of her total 
exports. They are about 2% per 
cent of Canada’s gross national 
product. Annual fluctuations in 
Canada’s exports often have 
been of the order of several 
hundred million dollars, and the 
loss of trade resulting from the 

ommon Market presumably 
wauld be spread over a period 
of perhaps ten. years. Canada, 
moreover, has already taken ac- 
tion to strengthen her exports 
and her balance of payments 
by depreciating the Canadian 
dollar by over 5 per cent. In 
an emergency this device could 
be used again, although at a 
cost to the rest of the Canadian 
economy as well.as to the sta- 
bility of international financial 
relations. ' 


In assessing the consequences 
of the Common Market for Ca- 
nada and others, there is a dan- 
ger, too, of concentrating too 
narrowly on immediate effects 
of tariff changes. The total 
economic consequences need to 
be examined, the advantages as 
well. as the disadvantages. 
Growth of the British economies 
will accelerate. The political 
strength of the West will be en- 
hanced, Canada and the rest of 
the world are bound to reap 
atorv .advantages

But the world’s scientists have 
aplan... 

If men could be deep-frozen 
and then brought back ta life 
months, years or decades later, 


they could journey to our plan- 


ets and, perhaps, one day to 
the stars without requiring food, 
water or oxygen in any signifi- 
cant quantity. 

They would, in effect, be hu- 
man time machines, the sci- 
entists’ version of the science- 


fiction writers’ invention. 


Of course, there would prob- 
ably have to be spells of live 


“sentry” duty to see the space 


ship was functioning properly 
and also to arrange for the rapid 
resuscitation at planet-fall of all 
the floating, frozen passengers 
in their refrigerated “coffins.” 
Hypothermia, the science of 
suspending “life” by extremes of 
cold, is only ten years old, but 
it is now providing one of the 


most dramatic advances known 


to medicine. 
Dr, Charles Huggins of Boston, 
who heads the government-spon- 
sored U.S. research team, reveal- 
ed recently that deep-freezing 
experiments are being carried 
out in that country with space 
travel especially in mind. 
"It would,” he says, “take 
eighteen months to send a man 
to Mars or Menus in a-space ship. 
Think of the food and water and 
oxygen he would need. To hold 
it you would: require a vehicle 


, of staggering size, If you could 
“degrees centigrade, it would solve 


degrees centigrate, it would solve 
the problem. It would stop his 
heart beating and his other 
organs working. 

“Anyone swhose heart ceases 
beating for five minutes is tech- 
nically dead. But if we could 
bring him back afterwards . dy 


That is the big snag. To pre-. 


serve life, it seems that every- 
thing must be frozen quickly 
and simultaneously so that no 
part of the body, whether it be 
big toe or the brain, has a 
chance to decay while other 
parts are still functioning. 

The effect must be like that 
when a motion picture’ is sud- 
denly arrested. 

At absolute zero, which is ap- 
proximately 273 degrees below 
zero centigrade, all molecular 
motion stops. And it is now pos- 
sible to register 265 degrees be- 
low in a laboratory deep freeze. 
To bring a-fnan back to life 
from such an advanced state of 
suspended animation, it is 
thought it will be necessary to 
zoom him up rapidly to 37 de- 
grees centigrade, the normal 
body temperature, ang also to 
give his heart a restarting jolt 
and his lungs a_ respiratory 
action 

Meanwhile, in Moscow, scien- 
tists are talking about the fan- 
tastic experiments of Russia's 
top heart specialist, Professor 
ladimir Negovski, who claims to 
have reyived more than 3,000 
people after they were declared 
dead.”

with its infinite possibilities, not 
only of frozen immortality, but 
as a tremendous aid to surgery, 
writes Basil Bailey in “Tit-Bits,” 

At the National Institute for 
Medical Research, Mill Hill, 
London, warm-blooded animals 
have been frozen almost solid 
and then revived. completely — 


without’ suffering any apparent- 


injury or loss of powers. 

They were refrigerated in a 
special apparatus by Dr. Audrey 
Smith until they became as hard 
as wood. Breathing stopped, the 


heart beat and all other signs ~ 


of life disappeared. 


After as long as half an hour { 


in this condition the animals 
were warmed by a beam of hot 
light focused on their chests. 

Their hearts began to beat 
again, breathing restarted and, 
within a few minutes, they were 
running around normally. 

Says shy, soft-spoken Dr. 
Audrey Smith: “The stopping of 


heartbeats does not mean an ani- 


mal is dead. By treating certain 
organs with glycerol] small crea- 
tures can be stored in deep- 
freeze indefinitely. They are still 
alive — and no older — when 
thawed out.” ‘t 

Dr. Alan Parkes, who alsa 
works at Mill Hill Research In- 
stitute, said recently: “As knowl- 
edge increases, the means of 
resuscitation will extend, s0 
that what constitutes death te~- 
day wil] -not necessarily consti- 
tute death tomorrow.” 

Hypothermia heralds the era 
of spare-part medicine. 

By freezing human organs and 
storing them, surgeons believe 
that one day it may be possible 
to transplant kidneys, . lungs, 
earts, even complete limbs, af- 
t the blood cells have been 
kept in a_ state of suspended 
animation. , 

Already the new technique is 
being used to freeze parts of the 


body while delicate operations 
are performed. 
By lowering temperatures 


even more, the time may come 
when coronary artery disease — 
that ‘killer of so. many old peo- 
ple — will also be curable under 
the knife. 

The brain, too, can be slowed 
down by freezing to allow extra 
time for a tricky operation. The 
British Medical Journal told last 
year of a thirty-seven-year-old 


‘woman who was saved by such 


deep-freeze treatment at Guy’s 
Hospital, London. 

‘There have been many similar 
cases throughout the world, but 
perhaps the most remarkable 
concerns Mrs. Ellen Moore of 
Wallsend, Northumberland, who 
was struck on head by a 
log, ‘

mother - to- be was unconscious 
for 169 days — six of them under

When Anna Mary Robertson 
Moses was born 101 years ago, 


‘there were many painters in the 


United States, uneducated and 
unknown. They painted pictures 
for their homes and their famili- 
es, There was not much discus- 
gion about merit, and. certainly 
no reference was made to their 
value, ‘ 


In the generation in which we 
live, there has been a pressing 
revival of American art- history, 
a search for artifacts, and an ap- 
petite for Americana, for art of 
the people, art nurtured on the 
land. ; Se 

Grandma Moses was a charac- 
teristic woman living down coun- 
try, preoccupied with her family, 
with farm chores, with religion. 
It was in character for a woman 
like this to be exceedingly mo- 
dest. To Grandma it*was mo more 
important to paint a picture than 
it was to cook a batch of berry 
jam, or to embroider a fine piece. 

In her rural, démestic, happily 
unsophisticated world there -was 
no division between major or 
minor art, between the status of

The pressures and public ac- 
claim could not touch a person of 
her character. She had no higher 
opinion of herself as a painter 
affer’ the moment of~ national 
recognition. .

Various animal species 
were clearly differentiated.

The modern < art) world is 
oriented in other directions very 
remote from the thinking and the 
mode of visualization of a rural 
home-bred painter. No wonder 
city dwellers have been refresh-

In Grandma Moses there was 
unmistakable talent; a buoyancy, 
an. ever-replenishing liveliness.

It was not the sort of sitya- 
tion. usually faced by middle- 
aged department-store cashiers 
from Karlsruhe, West Germany, 
and plump Frau Hermine Wer- 
ner plainly was not up to it. 
Clutching a white handkerchief, 
she looked up at Maj. Gen. Peter 
Arkhipovich, the court president 
at last month's Soviet military 
tribunal, and sobbed: “Yes, I am 
a spy — but I did not know at 
the time I was one.” 7 

Sitting next to Frau Werner 
in Kiev’s bare-walled House of 
Architects was her husband, 
Ade'tph, 51, an ex-sergeant in 
the Nazi Waffen SS and a shoe 
salesman in the same Karlsruhe 

tore. The ‘couple had been ar- 
rested and charged with espio- 
nage While touring the Ukraine; 
now they told thé courts they 
had. been recruited by two 
Americans named “Johnson” and 
“Dan” to vhotograph ‘Soviet in- 
stallations. during their vacation 
tour. 

Much of the testimony had a 


self-degrading Kafkaesque ring 
about it. “The capitalists,” Wer- 


ner said, “found one more fool 
(himself) to pull chestnuts out 
of the fire for them.” Werner 
also admitted’ dictating notes to 
his wife which he then wrote in 
a notebook in invisible ink. 

The court sentenced Werner 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment, 
his wife to seven (American U-2 
pilot. Francis Gary Powers got 
only a ten-yeer term). Werner 
Obligingly commented: “The 
Americans themselves are too 
cowardly to spy > they would 
rather use Germans.” 

The emphasis’ on “Germans” 
was typical of recent charges 
made at Soviet spy trials. Since 
September, no fewer than seven 
alleged “American agents’ have 
been tried in Russia — and only 
one, Mervin W. Makinen (eight 
years’ in jail), a student from 
Ashburnham,. Mass. haS been 
identified as a U.S. citizen. All 
the rest were “hired Europeans” 
—- among them two Dutchmen 
(thirteen years apiece), one of 
whom confessed to spying on So- 
viet ports for the past five years. 
Only a few weeks ago, two ather 
C-rmans, Peter Sonntag, 22, and 
-Walter Naumann, 27, were sen- 
tenced to twelve years’ impri- 
sonment after telling a Moscow 
court that U.S. agents identified 
as “Mark” and “Olsen” had Te- 
cruited them in the Red ©x 
tavern in. Heidelberg } 

The most intriguing case re- 
vealed by the U.S. documént 
concerns an American girl work- 
ing for the U.S. military in Ger- 
many. “Eleanor,” as the docu- 
ment named hen, met an “Ameri-+ 
can” named “Paul” at the Em- 


“"bassy Club in Bad Godesberg, a 


favourite hangout for diplomats 
and military personne! working 
.in Bonn. Soon they were having 
an afthir. Eleanor received an 
urgent message that Paul had 
been injured in an. automobile 
accident in East Berlin. 

All this happened before the 
Berlin wall went up, and Elea- 
nor rushed to visit him. On her 
second visit, Paul asked her .to 
to take out a roll of film. She 
was seized by East German po- 
lice, and the films ‘turned out 
to be pictures of Communist 
militdry equipment. 

Allowed to speak to her for 
a few. minutes, Paul told Elea- 
nor that he was a Western in- 
telligence agent. Deeply in love, 
Eleanor promised to help him. 
At this point, the American girl 
was taken before a Soviet offi- 
cer, a man later identified as 
Yevgeniy Alekseyevich Zaos- 
trovtsev — formerly Second Se- 
cretary at the Soviet Embassy 
in Washington who had been 
asked (unofficially) to leave the 
U.S. back in 1959. * 

Zaostrovtsev offered to 


lease Paul if Eleanor would steal 
coded documents. She signed a 
statement binding herself to the 
services of Soviet espionage. But 
when Eleanor. got back to West 
Germany, the State Department 
says, she spilled the whole story 
to her boss. He checked up at 
once and found that Pau! was 
not American, but a fast-moving 
Soviet intelligence agent. 


Double agents, of course, are 
by no means unusual, Yet there 
are few spies to compare in ver- 
satility with Ernst Ascher, who 
was arrested last month when the 
police caught him crossing the 
Austro-Hungarian border wear- 


_ing plastic covers on his shoes— 


to cover up his tracks. Ascher, 
an ex-Nazi who escaped from 
Russia during World War I 
wearing a Red Army uniform, 
confesseq he was working simul- 
taneously for the Czechs, thé 
Hungarians, the West Germans, 
and the U.S. — and as such, was 
doing no harm. Each of the four 
countries was paying him, he 
said, to find out what the other 
three wanted him to do —

There is a growing suspicion 
that we have gone to 
m extreme in our faith in or- 
ganized .testing. From early 
gchool years to college entrance, 
eur children and young people 
are made to face batteries of tests 
that are supposed to measure 
their intelligence, their abilities, 
their, achievements, and their 
possible success.-Of urgent inter- 
est, therefore, is the vigorous arti-.

“Let's Abolish IQ Tests.” 

The subject is frankly contro- 
versial. The PTA Magazine in- 
vites “Opinions by Post.” The De- 
cember Reader’s Digest is carry- 
ing a condensation under the 
“title, “Lets Look Again at Those 
1Q Tests.” There is bound to be 
a wide reaction. 


Outside the United States, we 
are told, only Great Britain 
makes extensive use of standard- 
ized tests to grade and classify 
talent, “Many countries, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union,” Mr. Lage- 
mann says, “have considered. 
them and rejected them com- 
pletely.” 

It is common knowledge 
among educators that children 
who test with an average or low 
IQ. get. different educational 
treatment throughout their 
achool years from those who test 
high. “A low IQ may exclude him 
from the opportunity to discover 
and develop his talents,” the arti- 
cle says. “He may score low be- 
‘cause he can’t read well, and 
then be hampered in his chances 
to learn to read well because he 
has a low IQ. Scores that are 
designed ‘average’ may give him

“What. an aptitude test (and 
this includes IQ tests) does mea- 
sure is the quality of a pupil’s 
performance in a number of 
mental tasks,” says Dr. Henry S. 
Dyer of the Educational Testing 
Service. The score “tells how 
well he can cope with tasks like 
those on the test at the time he 
takes the test, and it tells noth- 
ing more.” 

A group of top scientists were 
asked to evaluate a list of 28 
specific mental abilities and rank 
them according to their impor- 
tance in scientific research, Their 
number one was “the ability to 
abondon conventional problem- 
solving methods that have be- 
come unworkable and. to think 
of an original solution.” (An ex- 
ample of this was to put the eye 
in the point of a needle and make 
possible the invention of the sew- 
ing machine.) This ability is not 
measured by IQ tests. Another 
was the ability to recognize prob- 
lems —once defined by Einstein 
as~“inability to accept the ob- 
vious.” 

Similar to IQ tests are the ap- 
titude tests, most of which are 
of the “multiple choice” type —

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Snowstorms Don’t 
Keep On Schedule 


One, particularly: in Maine, 
should never presume about the 
weather. It may well happen 
that by the time I have penned 
this lament, and sealed it in an 
envelope, I'll have to wade 
chest-deep in new-fallen, snow 
to mail it.

I still bring back all the poles 
I can, because they are still use- 
ful, but the tree itself is the mo- 
tivating purpose now. Around 
amongst the pines and hemlocks 
and spruces we'd hunt out the 
firs, known also as balsams, and 


‘the best and bushiest was to 
‘adorn our hearthside. We'd al- 


ways get a half dozen or so be- 
sides, to hand to friends, and 
over the years certain friends 
have made a habit of this. We 
stand them in the dooryard, and 
if they don’t like what we've 
cut they can borrow the ax and 
go get their own. The fir is a 
fast-growing tree, not too val- 
uable as either pulpwood or tim- 
ber, and it’s good for pineland 
to thin them out. 

Then we always cut some big- 
ger firs, lop the limbs off, and 
bring the tips back for gar- 
lands and wreaths.

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This Big Money 
Seems To Stink 

Pecunia non olet (money has 
no smell) is an ancient adage; 


but as the following account of 
the troubles*in Katanga, appear: 


-ing in NEWSWEEK would seem 
to show, some kinds of modern 
-ghoney could well stand a deo- 


dorizing treatment. 
“ * * * 

At times during the fighting in 
Katanga last month, it seemed 
that the line-up was the United 
Nations. vs. the Union Miniere du 
Haut-Katanga, an enormous min- 
ing complex that completely 
dominates the economy of the 
secessionist Congo province. 

Fighting swirled around the 
company’s big Lubumbashi cop- 
per plant, site of what is possibly 
the tallest smokestack in Africa. 
Some of Union Miniere’s orange- 
stucco buildings .went up in 
flames. Its cluster of modernis- 
tic offices in the center of the 
city were occupied by UN. 
troops. Its electrolytic copper re- 
finery near Kolwezi, most mod- 
ern of its type in the world, was 
strafed and knocked out of op- 
eration by a Swedish jet. Air 
attacks on its fue] dumps and rail 
lines forced Union Miniere to 
close mining operations at Kol- 
wezi and Jadotville, principal pit 
areas in a complex that produces 
nearlya tenth of the world’s 
copper, almost all of its radium, 
more than half of its cobalt, arid 
a quarter of its. germanium, The 
company, whose 1961 earnings 
are expected to pass the $50 mil- 
lion mark, said it didn’t know 
when it would get back in opera- 
tion. 

While Union Miniere appeared 
a hapless pawn caught’ in the 
Congo turmoil, there were critics 
including many U.N. officials 
—who charged that it was actu- 
ally a sinister behind-the-scenes 


“power operating from a sedate 


nineteenth-century headquarters 
near the Palais Royal in Brussels. 
There, the critics said, the signals 
were called for Katanga Presi- 
dent Moise Tshombe’s rebellion 
against the Central Congo Gov- 
ermment and for the pro-Katanga 
pressures that erupted in Bri- 
tain’s Parliament. Union Miniere 
was accused of paying Katanga’s 
white mercenaries, arming its 
soldiers, supplying military com- 
munication and transportation 
systems. 

Union Miniere categorically 
denied that it had anything to do 
with political manipulations, it 
supported its arguments with 
impressive logic, but still some 
persistent questions remained. 

Just what has been Union 
Miniere’s role in the Congo? Who 
shapes its policy? 
future? Some of the answers are 
simple; others won't be forth- 
coming for a long time, if ever. 

Financially, Union Miniere is 
undoubtedly Tshombe’s chief 
bulwark (in fact, helped launch 
him on his. political career). 
Through taxes, franchise charges, 
and dividends, it would turn over 
some $0 millionlast year to the 
Katanga Government. That is 
only slightly less than the total 
revenues collected by the Congo's 
five other provinces. It’s pretty 
obvicus where the money goes. 

But as the company president, 
Herman Robiliart, points out: 
“Union Minieré is subject to the 
Jaws, regulations, and taxes of 
the authorities in the area in 
which it operates. It is unfair to 
base criticism upon or draw in- 
ferences from this kind of rela- 
tionship which must prevail with 


‘any private company anywhere.” 


But in Elisabethville, a com- 
pany official admits that “some 
of our Belgian workers have 
gided with Katanga.” And when 
Tshombe’ declared Katangan in- 
dependence, Union Miniere offi- 
elals in the Congo were enthu- 
giastic, at least in private. In

These Elisabethville: offieiais, 
however, were beginning to look 
with more favor on a unified 
Congo last month. For cne thing, 
some members of. the ‘Tshombe 
government were talking about 
nationalizing Union Miniere. For 
another, Tshombe seemed to be 
losing contro] over fanatical sup- 
porters who demanded a scorch- 
ed-earth policy. 

Even if its plants and mines 
were put to the torch, Union 
Miniere’s 1.2 million shares of 
stock would still be valuable. No 
one will speculate on what might 
happen to the 18 per eent bloc 
now held in escrow in Brussels 
for the Congolese until a stable 
goverhment takes over. A con- 
trolling 28 per cent bloc is own- 
ed by the Societe Generale de 
Belgique directly and through 
holdings in the Compagnie du 
Katanga and Tanganyika Con- 
cessions, Ltd., a British financial 
group. The other 54 per cent, a 
Societe Generale spokesman said, 
is owned by 120,000 small inves- 
tors in Belgium and France. “It’s 
a widows and orphans stock, just 
like AT&T,” he said. 


Those “widows and orphans,” 
who will collect a 1961 dividend 
of about $30 a share on a stock 
which sells for some $220, are in 
good company. Societe Generale 
is a holding and investment com- 
pany which controls corporations 
with an estimated worth of some- 
where between $1 billion and $2 
billion.. Only about 6 per cent of 
its holdings are in Katanga. 
Through interlocking director- 
ships, its interests in Union 
Miniere coincide with those of 
some of the most powerful finan- 
ciers in Britain and South Africa 
_.men who turned the old Suez 
Canal Co. into a successful in- 
vestment and holding company 
after it was nationalized. If need 
be, similar strategy should work 
again. Come what may, the in- 
vestors underscored their faith 
in the future of Union Miniere 
last month’ by ‘bidding up the 
price of its stock on the Brussels 
exchange.

Ancient Art Of 
Hopi Pottery 


Castenada, who chronicled de 
Tovar’: visit to the Hopi villages 
of northern Arizona in 1540, men- 
tions Hopi farmers but no Hopi 
arts. The first mention of this 
Indian tribe’s great achievement 
in pottery making occurred 42 
years later when 
Luxan: arrived at Walpi, where 
“1.000 souls came laden with very 
fine earthen jars containing 
water.” 


The art of Hopi pottery mak- 
ing has flourished and languish- 
ed by, turns, and the greatest 
practitioner of the art in modern 
times, Nampeyo, twice exhibited 
her work in Chicago and twice 
on the South Rim of the Grand 
Canyon at Bright Angel; but 
she never, more’s the pity, re- 
ceived medals from American 
architectural groups or the 
French Palmes Academiques. 


Hopi women have always been 
the accomplished artists of the 
Pueblo tribes, leaving the farm- 
ing and the governing (at least 
in its outward aspects) to the 
men.. By reason of their remote- 
ness from the Rio Grande pueb- 
los, where Spain strongly influ- 
enced all the native arts, Hopis 
have wofked more closely with 
their own ancient designs than 
have any. of the other Indians, 
and decidedly to their own bene- 
fit. 

Nampeyo’s husband, a Tewa of 
Hano, worked with the J. Walter 
Fewkes Archaeological Expedi- 
tion of /1895, which uncovered 
much undamaged pottery of ex- 
quisite design, and Nampeyo 
copied these for a while, But she 
was too much the original artist 
not to depart later from the old- 
er designs, which her own more 
than equaled, 


Although most of the eleven 
Hopi villages made pottery at 
one time or another in the 
past, only women of the First 
Mesa work at it today. The three 
great Hopi Mesas begin about 100 
miles northeast of the San Fran- 
cisco Mountains and spread along 
parallel with the valley of the 
Little Colorado beside the wash- 
es tributary to it, beginning with 
Moencopi Wash in the west and 
ending with Polacca Wash in the 
east. (The entire Hopi reserva- 
tion is only a small plot in the 
center of the vast Navajo lands 
of Arizona and New Mexico.) 

Hopis are an old people. They 
call a village established in 1700 
a “new” village. Unlike Euro- 
peans, who look back on the six- 
teenth century as something al- 
most out of time, Hopis are them~-

Exodus 20:4-52 5a;

At 11:29 a.m., the AP fired off 
a bulletin: “Kill the story... 
erroneous.’ White House press 
secretary Pierre Salinger had 
told a news conference earlier 
that the AP report was. “totally 
untrue.” Mrs. Kennedy, Salinger 
said, “was home all evening.” 


How had the false story 
spread? The AP_ unhappily 
blamed The Fort Lauderdale 


News. Milton Kelly, the manag- 
ing editor of The News, blamed 
the AP. ‘ 
According to Kelly, a News re- 
porter, Dick Hoekstra, got a tip 
on the story from Johr Phelan, 
owner of the ocean-front Golden 
Falcon night club in Fort Lau- 


‘ derdale. To check the tip, Kelly 


said, The News called the Miami 
office of the Associated Press, 
trying to find out whether Mrs. 
Kennedy had slipped out of Palm

They have a good. reason for 
doing so, For Dartmeor, although 
a British institution, is a part of 
American histcry. It .w2s built by 
American prisoners-of-war taken 
by the British during the War of 
Independence at the end of the 
eighteenth century. . 


During the years it took to 
build the prison, many Ameri- 
cans died there. They were bur- 
ied in.a piece of ground attached 
to the prison. 


A shrine commemorating them 
still stands there and is maintain- 
ed by present-day prisoners, 

On the U.S. Memorial Day, a 
service is held there by a detach- 
ment of Marines from the Ameri- 
can Embassy in London. 


When Dartmoor prison was 

built nearly 200 years ago, there 
were few large prisons in Eng- 
Jand, though there were plenty 
of small ones. Felons were either 
hanged, transported—mainly to 
Australia—or interned in prison 
ships. 
There were many such ships. 
ndon had them in the Thames 
d they were maintained at 
many ports around the coast. 
Most of them were old hulks, no 
longer seaworthy, where. felons 
were herded like cattle in foul, 
damp and rotting holds, there to 
battle for their very existence 
against disease, extreme heat 
and cold, hunger and neglect. 


Such a ship was moored at 
Plymouth. But instead of housing 
convicts, it housed hufidreds of 
American prisoners-of-war. 

_At the time Britain was also at 
war with France. Matters came 
to a point where it was feared 
that the French might invade the 
south coast of Britain and free 
‘the American prisoners, 50 they 
were moved off the ship and 
taken to Dartmoor. 

Contingent after contingent of 
prisoners were marched to the 
future prison site where a tem- 
porary camp had been erected. 
There they quarried stone and 
built the prison. 

Although, Dartmoor has been 
extended since then, and much 
of it rebuilt, the newest part is 
at least a century old, and some 
‘of the old cell blocks and the 
watch-towers inside the main 
gates, are part of the original.

Reykjavik is heated by natural 
hot water from underground 
streams and geysers. Practical in 
the extreme, the Icelanders have 
made themselves magnificently 
comfortable; nowhere have 1 seen 
better furnished electrical kitch- 


- ens or been more toasty warm in 


a house with snow blowing out- 
side the plate glass windows. But 
here that sentimental, and other, 
side of the Icelandic character 
has its innings: by public decree 
any overplus of hot water from 
the city’s heating apparatus is 
diverted to the central lake of 
the city, where ducks and other 
migrants congregate in winter 
and are fed. The spare hot water 
is to keep their feet warm and 
to prevent their trusting reliance 
from being frozen solid. 
As to the bananas, out at Hver- 
thirty miles or #0 
joutside’ the capitol, there is a 
town comprised of glass houses. 
It is in a region of easily tapped 
and numerous hot springs—our

1 pound salt herring ae 
1% cups diced cooked potatoes 
1% cups diced pickled beets 

1 cup diced apple 

%4 cup chopped onion 

% eup sliced pickled gherkins 
% cup vinegar 

2 tablespoons water 

1 tablespoon sugar 

1% teaspoon white pepper 
Garnish: 

1 hard-cooked egg, parsley 

Clean herring, removing heads; 
soak overnight in cold water. 
Drain, skin, and fillet fish. Cut 
info %-inch pieces. Combine fish, 
potatoes, beets, apple, onion, and 
gherkins. Separately combine 
vinegar, water, sugar, and pep- 
per; pour over fish mixture. Mix 
gently but thoroughly.

Remember the days 
when the popular way of killing 
a chicken was to take it to a 
wood block and chop its head 
off?

The legend has come down 
to us, through Edison and his 
family, that it was because of 
the inadequacy of the teacher, 
and in the interests of the boy's 
education, that his mother de- 
cided to keep him at home and 
instruct him privately .. - The : 
remarkable mother gave the boy 
the sympathetic understanding 
that bred confidence. She avoid- 
ed forcing or prodding and made 
an effort to engage his interest 
by reading him works of good 
literature and history that she 
had learned to love — and she 
was said to have been a fine 
reader. 

Instead of being bored by 
these works of serious litera- 
ture, he grew fascinated and at 
nine was inspired to read such 
-pooks himself. While immature 
and ill-discipined in some re- 
spects, he was advanced in 
others and soon became a very 
rapid reader. 

Nancy Edison also sensed, or 
discovered by chance, the real 
direction of her son’s interests; 
for one day she brought forth 
an elementary book of physical 
science, R. G. Parker's School 
of Natural Philosophy, which 
described and illustrated various 
scientific experiments that 
could be performed at home. 
Now his mother found that the 
boy had truly caught fire. This 
was “the first book in science 
I read when a boy, nine years 
old, the first I could under- 
stand”. he later said. 

Here, learning became &

in Parker; then his mother ob- 
tained for him an old Dictionary 
of&icience, and he went to work 
on that 

He was now ten and formed 
a boyish passion for chemistry, 
gathering together whole col-

| shelves in: his room. All his 
| pocket money went for chemi- 


cals’ purchased at the pharma- 
cist’s and for scraps of metal 
and wife. -

Checking Up On 
Bank Robberies 


The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation has been playing “cops 
and robbers” with bank bardits 
all over the United States. 


The increase in bank rob- 
beries, particularly in suburban 
areas, has had the FBI on the 
armed run for the past year. 

The Bureau has just conc'ud- 
ed a series of law enforcement 
conferences throughout the 
country devoted. to this one 
problem. 


Two recent local bank rob- 
beries serve as illustrations. In 
one, two armed bandits, one 
wearing a false rubber nose, 
held up a savings and loan as- 
sociation, escaping with some 
$8,000, : 

“This is a holdup,” they warn- 
ed employees, as one of the 
bandits leaped over the, gate to 
the teller’s counter, scooping up 
money from the open safe and 
from the counters. 


The other. robbery, in a small 
town in nearby. Maryland, was 
carried out by one gunman who 
carried a revolver, wore a stock- 
ing cap mask, a coat with large 
pockets and spoke in a bass 


\Yoice. 
He made his getaway with. 


some $10,000. The two robberies 
occurred within 25 minutes of 
each other. 
This new wave of bank rob- 
beries is due, in part, according 
to authorities at the FBI, to a 
trend of the times — 4 trend 
toward more branch banks and 
more savings and lean associa- 
tions in the outlying areas. 
These institutions have follow- 


-ed the shopping centers. Many 


are located in them. They are 
smaller, located in areas where 
traffic is less congested, where 
a getaway is easier and in build- 
ings which are less fortress-like 
than the mid-city bank. 

Many of today’s bank bandits 
are “amateurs” the FBI finds. 
Time was when one of the best 
clues to the identity of a pro- 
fessional bank robber “was his 
particular. method of operation,” 


FBI Director, J. Edgar Hoover 
said. ’ 

For instance, in. the 1950's, 
there was a group of gangs 


operating ‘in the Midwest. They 
were often identified by their 
special method of separating 
cash from the bank, Some wore 
4 certain type of mask, carried 
a special type of sacks. for. the 
money, always stole cars for the 
getaway and sometimes scatter- 
ed nails along their trail. 
Others were “trade-marked” 
by the particular way in which 
they leaped over the counter

There are some identifying 
signs today, but not as. many, 
mainly, FBI authorities explain, 
because of the entry of the ama- 
teur. But with some of these 
the signature is becoming clear- 
er as the bandit finds one ap- 


proach successful and uses it 
again. 
The amateur is marked by 


what is known as the “demand- 
note” type of robbery. This 0c- 
curs when the robber quietly 
passes a note to the teller stat- 
ing the bandit has a gun in his 
pocket and demands that the 
teller turn over the money 
quietly. 

If the operation is pulled off 
the robbery may occur so quick- 
ly the teller at the next counter 
may be completely unaware of 
what has taken place, writes Jo- 
sephine Ripley in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 


Despite the record number of 
805 federal crimes against bank- 
ing institutions in fiscal 1961, 
bank robbery is still one of the 
poorest paying jobs in the world, 
says Mr. Hoover. 

A recent survey by the FBI 
of bank robberies showed that 
out of 125 typical cases only 
eight robberies netted more than 
$10,000, while in 30 cases the 
bandits obtained no loot at all 


One way in which the FBI 
is working to curb this new out- 
break of. crime is through edu- 
eating bank employees in me- 


done in many instaneés by hav- 
ing someone impersonate & 
would-be robber by loitering in 
the lobby, acting in a suspicious 
manner, getting change at a 
teller’s cage, having.’a paper no- 
tarized, or making inquiry about 
a loan. 

Bank employees are later 
quizzed on the incident, asked 
to describe the man. 


There are demonstrations to 
illustrate the technique of the 
“note bandit.” The FBI often 
springs a surprise “gimmick” by 
having a telephone call put 
through to the teller as ‘he 
scene is being enacted, with the 


voice at the other end saying: 
“While you are answering the 
phone, my confederate has ta- 
ken everything in reach teom 
your cage.” 

The voice’ was that of a po- 


liceman, but the method ire- 
quently that of the sneak thief 
in diverting the attention of the 
teller while he gathers in reach- 
able cash. 

The most important 
bank employees and any by- 
setanders to do in such an emer- 
gency, according to the FBI. is 
to record in memory as many 
details as possible, particularly 
the height of the robber, his 
probable age, his clothing and 
mannerisms
